Drawings

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Faeroe 
(4,981,108). Faeroe discloses a circular bowl ringed by a trench to hold water in a bid 
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to keep out ants, wherein an extended lip covers the trench to prevent pets from 
drinking the water, and also to keep the food from falling into said trench. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Phillips 
(5,031,575). Phillips discloses a circular bowl ringed by a trench to hold water in a bid 
to keep out ants, wherein an extended lip covers the trench to prevent pets from 
drinking the water, and also to keep the food from falling into said trench. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kasselman 
(5,205,242). Kasselman discloses a circular bowl ringed by a trench to hold water in a 
bid to keep out ants, wherein an extended lip covers the trench to prevent pets from 
drinking the water, and also to keep the food from falling into said trench. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sebastian et 
al. (5,577,461). Sebastian et al. disclose a circular bowl ringed by a trench to hold 
water in a bid to keep out ants, wherein an extended lip covers the trench to prevent 
pets from drinking the water, and also to keep the food from falling into said trench. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pearson- 
Falcon (5,647,299). Pearson-Falcon discloses a circular bowl ringed by a trench to hold 
water in a bid to keep out ants, wherein an extended lip covers the trench to prevent 
pets from drinking the water, and also to keep the food from falling into said trench.
